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HIS age, educationally speaking, ex- 
perimentation class-room practices, experi- 
mentation based scientific educational theory. 
This means that age testing out, rather 
than blindly accepting, the educational theories that 
our students psychology, child study and child 
hygiene, have evolved. means reducing educa- 
tion science. Then, when educational theory 
has been standardized scientific research, definite 
class-room study becomes the determinant the 
extent and method its application. And each 
such earnest, conscientious study the field educa- 
tion just that much more enriched, for new ave- 
nues approach open up, new needs present them- 
selves.

September, 1921, THE KINDERGARTEN AND 
First GRADE published article which set 
forth briefly beliefs and recommendations 
the use intelligence tests the controlling factor 
entrance the first grade, and means clas- 
sifying kindergarten and first grade children and 
giving starting point for our work with them. 
emphasized the fact that the results such tests 
should merely point departure, and that our 
study the pupil should then proceed along such 
lines include specific details heredity, envi- 
ronment, and personal traits and characteristics. 

During the year have made opportunity 
try out some beliefs—my beliefs, though 
sense original unique, merely those beliefs grow- 
ing out much study what could accomplished 
along these lines coupled with some observation 
what has been accomplished, all which was 
vitalized the active sense need some such 
adjustments. Note, say some

tem, our community, our means, which was 
not able control their entirety—doubtless 
most schools there are some limitations, some handi- 
caps. Along with these were own limitations. 

But even with these limitations and handicaps 
the study made proved significant, rich sug- 
gestion, that seems well worth passing 
those who either have not tried some such plan, 
having tried it, are, like me, more than ever eager 
make the study more consistent, more scientific. 
Furthermore, any such study necessarily opens 
new considerations. confirms some beliefs, shows 
the difficulties overcome the practical work- 
ing out some others, and generates still others. 

There came within the first week the ses- 
sion fifty-five children who were applicants for the 
first grade. knew there would others, two 
teachers had been assigned first grade work. Un- 
til such time our Director Educational Tests 
and Measurements could get us, and give the test 
which was form the basis our divisions and clas- 
sifications, the two teachers worked together. 
the second day school these two teachers, well 
others, were asked fill out cards, giving, the 
best their ability, certain information about each 
the pupils. The card read follows:

Now course teacher could expected 
ascertain with any degree certainty all these 
things about her thirty forty new charges 
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short time. But the filling out these cards 
served distinct and very valuable purpose: set 
those teachers thinking and studying along these 
lines, and prepared the way for the more careful 
study that was made during the session. 

the end the first week our Director Tests 
and Measurements gave the Pressey Primer Scale 
test our fifty-five candidates for the first grade. 
The data was tabulated, study and the in- 
formation which were possessed concerning 
these children made, and our division into grades 
and classification into groups determined upon 
the result the combined study, ready for the first 
Monday after the session opened. Let state 
parenthetically here that one need feel that the 
four days before this was accomplished were wasted. 
They were exceedingly valuable days, for both teach- 
ers and pupils. the opinion that some 
the most careful work the session was done 
those few days, for each teacher was earnestly study- 
ing these pupils; the latter were being worked with 
individuals surprising extent; there were 
conferences with principal and with parents. 
short, became question the children, their 
needs and their abilities, rather than the grade, 
greater degree than have ever before known. 

may interesting some have some 
main details the summarization our study. 
can then trace successive steps our work, and 
results, with surer basis understanding.

The Q.’s ran 121. 
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Meanwhile, found that had been misin- 
formed the age two pupils. One, Case 
XLVI, was five years nine months old, instead 
the required six years. had scored five the 
test. was, course, placed the kindergar- 
ten, where belonged, and where did fairly good 
work with the medium group. The other pupil, 
Case LV, five years six months old, scored naught 
the test, was also placed the kindergarten. 
was foreigner, Mexican, and took him six 
months the session work the medium 
group. However, after that made fairly good 
record during the remainder the session, and was 
recommended for first grade work for the next ses- 
sion. 

the remaining fifty-three children, fourteen 
them had had some first grade work. these— 

Ten were foreign extraction. 

Six Mexicans: one, eleven-year-old boy who 
had never been school until the previous session, 
and then for only few weeks. Let hereafter 
designate him Case IV. Another, seven years 
seven months old, who had been with most the 
previous session, but with whom absence and tardi- 
ness and general indifference had never quite been 
overcome his mother and father were both em- 
ployed and the child had all the hours the day 
from A.M. P.M. his own disposal. will 
call him Case XII. Another, Case XVII, aged 
seven years nine months, had come the be- 
ginning the previous session, but had not devel- 
oped liking for school, had stayed out whenever 
could, and had been excluded from school six weeks 
toward the close the session because mumps 
eleven years one month, nine years eight months, 
eight years nine months, had been another school 
part two sessions. These children belonged 
migratory type—they left and came back 
our district twice during the session, then left again 
before the session was over. The oldest would have 
made the grade, the next oldest would probably 
have done so, had they remained throughout the 
session. 

Two Russians: one, aged eight years eleven 
months, sub-normal child, had already had two 
years first grade, Case The other, seven years 

One German: member family indifferent 
education, who seized every pretext ab- 
sent from school; aged seven years.

Another, aged seven years 
eight months, was frail child whom illness had kept 
from school all the latter part the previous ses- 
sion, Case Two others, aged seven years one 
month and seven years two months respectively, 
had been the first grade the previous 
year, but did not They were the type 
whom say somewhat speculatively: can’t

Now was plan divide these fifty-three 
children have one grade only those children 
who should, far could see, make the work 
the first grade the allotted year. 
would have grade that would yield one hundred 
per cent promotion the end the session, far 
were able foresee this time. children 
fast the size the grade and the conditions 
under which the work was being done permitted. 
Each child was course receive careful attention 
health, temperament, etc. Any child who 
showed signs dropping behind his group, dan- 
ger failing, was made special study from 
every known standpoint, and every possible effort 
made remove the obstacle overcome the draw- 
back. Forty was decided upon the maximum 
number for this grade. 

The other grade was grouped take 
care work suited (1) weak first grade; (2) 
sub-primary grade; and (3) uhclassified group 
composed the Mexicans whom the second week 
and the succeeding weeks brought us—children, 
some whom were thirteen and one even fourteen 
years old, who had not only the handicap language, 
but environment, habits, customs, temperament, 
attitude toward school. 

was our hope that some, perhaps most, 
those who were originally put this weak first grade 
section would work least the lowest section 
the other first grade, and that some the sub- 
primary group would work into that weak first. 
And course was our purpose put the larger 
Mexicans forward just fast could, giving 
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them every opportunity they could prevailed 
upon use, adapting the work nearly possible 
their peculiar needs, judging their attainments 
somewhat different criteria. Alas! have very 
little show result our labors here, for these 
older pupils are such misfits room this sort, 
they, and their parents, are little touched 
American ideals and American standards, they are 
nature opposed what seems them in- 
fringement their personal rights (to made 
school and conform some degree the de- 
cency and decorum thereof), that one session too 
brief time show much the way class-room 
achievement. But that where the most hope- 
less (?) part this particular problem comes in— 
can seldom, almost never, keep one these large 
pupils school whole session. They are na- 
ture drifters, and the occupations which bring them 
this community favor this. They enter school 
late the fall, move hither and yon, miss much 
time avoidance overworked truant officer 
permits, and are gone again with the first faint har- 
bingers spring. only fair say, however, 
that there are some families, few, who respond 
our efforts make them one with ourselves, and 
some Mexican children who make very satisfactory 
pupils. And noticeable fact that can 
once get these children into the intermediate grades, 
even through the second grade, our most serious 
troubles with them are over. Much this may 
seem digression, yet sets forth features which 
bring about large and complex part our first 
grade problem—ours, and that hundreds of. other 
schools this section the country well. 
Accordingly, thirty-five the fifty-three pupils 
were put our first grade. This in- 
cluded all the pupils who had had first grade work 
except two—one, Case XLI, Mexican, one those 
who had come from another school, who could 
speak scarcely enough English make himself un- 
derstood and who gave evidence very little alert- 
ness and power class-room achievement; 
the other, our little sub-normal American, Case 
XXVIII. The thirty-five also included the children 
who had, according the test, given evidence 
the best ability the work the first grade, 
with two exceptions: Case XXVIII, and little un- 
fortunate, Case XXVII, epileptic. This child, 
aged six years five months, made test score 44, 
but felt confident from her work the previous 
year kindergarten that this was not dependable 
basis prognosis for her year’s work. was sim- 


ply that the test had happened given one 
her periods, when she was altogether 
different mentality from that other times, and 
which. periods, unfortunately, were exceedingly in- 
frequent. 

The number this grade fluctuated from time 
time, within two months attaining the maxi- 
mum had agreed upon, forty, continuing from 
thirty-eight forty most the session, declining 
the session waned till the close there were only 
thirty-three pupils. 

The mixed first grade had enrollment 
twenty-seven the close the second school week, 
—the remaining eighteen those tested, and nine 
Mexicans who had entered during that week. The 
enrollment this grade fluctuated great deal. 
one time attained thirty-six; most the 
session hovered around thirty; the close the 
session there were twenty-eight pupils roll. 

not this latter grade that the details 
our study are concerned, except for few cases, 
will discuss these cases and pass considera- 
tion the first grade. the eighteen 
children this grade whom have records 
from the time the first test, fourteen were with 
the close the session. these five had 
varying times during the session been promoted 
the other grade, Cases XXXVI, XL, XLVII, 
and LIV; two were given clear promotion the 
second grade the close the session, Cases XLV 
and XLVIII; and one given trial low 
second grade after added nine weeks summer 
school, Case XLIV. These, however, not rep- 
resent all the promotions from this grade. the 
children who entered during the session and hence 
are not included our test record, three were sent 
into the straight first grade, two these being Mex- 
icans; and American whom will 
call Case LVI, was have low second grade 
after summer school work; another, Case LVII, was 
promoted the close the session, but advised 
take summer school work for added strength. 

Some these cases are special interest. Three 
them should have had longer kindergarten periods. 

Cases LVII and LVIII were immature. Their 
parents were told they were not ready for the first 
grade; attempt was made get them agree 
longer kindergarten period, but without avail. 
These pupils had not, the time the session’s 
close, acquired sufficient power concentration, 
sustained attention, enable them accomplish. 
They remained the sub-primary group. 
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Case XLIX also immature child, whose 
attention span resisted our most determined efforts 
cultivation. He, however, very different case 
from the two cited above. the child edu- 
cated, cultured, and other matters remarkably 
sensible parents. However, was for number 
years the well the only boy, and hav- 
ing inherited blustery determination have his 
own way from his father, certain dogged stubborn- 
ness from his mother, and withal charming win- 
someness manner, when chooses exert it, 
along with handsome physique, had been allowed 
tyrannize over his older sister, who did every pos- 
sible small service for him, answered his every 
whim. refused learn fasten and unfasten 
his own clothes; would stop the middle the 
street and scream until she came him and fastened 
unruly shoestring, picked and put his 
head the hat the wind had blown off. carried 
much this into school with him. was never 
never particularly troublesome, albeit 
active child, full life and fun. But expected 
everything done for him, had neither habit 
nor inclination keep him anything which meant 
sustained attention. Before the end the session, 
however, his mother had come genuine realiza- 
tion much this, and was not only giving him 
special help reading, etc., but was earnestly 
attempting correct the ill-effects that 
had brought about. She still the opinion, how- 
ever, that the mistake had been stafting him too 
soon; had been kindergarten session later, 
she believes that would have responded normally. 
Certainly the child sense dullard, nor 
defective, mental physical; his diet and health 
habits are exceptionally wisely directed; doubtless 
this session, with the changed attitude his mother 
and sister, will creditable first grade work, 
though unlikely that will yet able 
sufficiently overcome the defects cultivated and 
strengthened temperament and habits any- 
thing like the work that mentally and physically 
capable doing. 

Three children this group should have been 
special schools institutions: Case XVII, epi- 
leptic and mental defective; Case XXVIII, sub- 
normal child; and Case XLII, child with serious 
speech defect. careful physical examination was 
given each these children, corrective mitigat- 
ing measures used far possible, and every 
attempt made improvement and adjustment 
conditions. The emotional factors were given 


equally careful consideration. With Cases XXVII 
and XLII, the parents gave active co-operation 
they were capable of, which, however, meant lit- 
tle the way actualities much meant 
attitude, because the mental, social, and financial 
status the families. They were poor, plain, well 
meaning, but ignorant people. Both teacher and 
principal gave careful study Case XLII. Exer- 
cises for control the tongue and vocal organs, for 
use the muscles the throat and jaw, for tongue 
placing, etc., were given. Five months had passed 
before there was evidence any appreciable gain; 
the remainder the session saw gradual but very 
slow improvement. the close the session the 
for visit, but she refused the ground that she 
wanted stay and summer school. sum- 
mer school she gained speech control somewhat 
increased rate, but her progress that and her 
reading, etc., were means sufficient justify 
trial the second grade. there some 
general defect the finer muscular controls, for 
while such bodily movements running, skipping, 
etc., are accomplished with ease, all forms hand 
work and writing, though above the level her 
speech efficiency, are not equal that the nor- 
mal child. Undoubtedly, too, there much the 
way habit overcome speech deficiencies. 
talk,” and lack being held 
her best efforts home undo much what 
accomplished school. three these children 
developed almost pathetic love for school, for 
teacher, and for principal. Case XXVIII left the 
district three months before the close school, but 
could not have been promoted had she remained 
throughout the session. Case made very little 
progress during the session; she will repeat the grade, 

Now let check the first grade, and 
note cases special interest. 

the beginning the session these pupils were 
divided into three groups; the repeaters formed one 
group, while division the pupils was 
made the basis their knew that 
the repeaters would eventually absorbed one 
another the other groups, but they were 
given every opportunity make use their 
point that think well emphasize here 
the fact that the teacher had kept before her not 
only ideal but expected accomplishment 
one hundred per cent promotion. soon any 
child fell below what was expected him report 
was made the principal order that the 
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case receive special study. January the Kings- 
bury test was given, but the correlation was un- 
satisfactory that made very few changes 
result it. cases the Terman-Binet-Simon 
test was given individually certain children about 
whom there was any special question, either one 
way the other. Haggerty Sigma was given 
April, and careful check resulted further special 
work and adjustments. 

Meanwhile the grade was subjected siege 
mumps, followed chickenpox, and with unu- 
sual amount contagious sore throat with some 
diphtheria and scarlet fever. This meant great 
deal unavoidable absence, with consequent loss 
work. meant, also, weakened condition for 
many pupils their return school. All such 
cases were kept under the careful scrutiny the 
school nurse. All underweight children, all 
other children their return after illness well, 
were given half pint milk the morning recess, 
half pint the afternoon recess. Rest periods 
were provided when was deemed advisable. 
soon any child became any sense 
case the matter was taken with his parents and 
their co-operation solicited and directed far 
were able. 

Much freedom was given the children the 
class room. One low table, with inviting low chairs 
it, became library table and was soon well sup- 
plied with suitable reading and 
fairy stories, picture books, etc., well supple- 
mentary primers and readers. Another table be- 
came the receptacle for toys that illustrated cor- 
related with various subjects being studied, and 
games, especially scoring games 
one kind another, and language games. 

the session progressed, was found that the 
majority the pupils took the work was given, 
adjusting themselves without undue strain spe- 
cial help. high type work was being done 
the main. was expected, some dull children 
did better work than some bright children. Deter- 
mining factors were studied and adjustments made 
accordingly. the close the session there was 
actual failure left over from this group; though 
they had been carefully tested and held high 
standard. 

Some the special cases are worthy note. 

Case The previous session had given much 
attention this child from physical standpoint. 
was such extreme case malnutrition that 
almost seemed deformed. His shoulder bones pro- 


jected outward, then inward, great, almost over- 
lapping projections. His skin was almost colorless 
and seemed drawn over his features. His 
eyes lacked luster and expression, his hair seemed 
dry and dead, his long arms dangled, and walked 
with peculiar sideways slouch. Nothing seemed 
call forth any interest from him give him any real 
pleasure. The doctor who examined him found 
specific ailment other than malnutrition, but said 
his condition was most serious. wouldn’t find 
one thousand like were his words, and 
recommended that sent child specialist. 
This, however, could not done. The child’s 
mother mental defective, his father little more 
than brute, his home conditions deplorable. 
course did what could for the child school. 
had battle royal with his father over the giving 
his children milk (there were five them school, 
all malnourished and pitiable); the mother was will- 
ing, glad, for them have it, but could nothing 
with the father. determined disregard the 
father’s mandate case this boy, who was 
per cent underweight. the end the session 
had brought his weight only per cent 
underweight. However, during vacation 
weight again, that the beginning last session 
was per cent underweight. Although had 
seemed accomplish almost nothing from the stand- 
point class-room achievement the session before, 
the beginning this session surprised with 
test score 75. Accordingly was put this 
grade with the other beginners, and measures once 
put foot bring about much needed physical 
and mental development. first progress was 
slow either direction, but the kindly interest and 
little acts friendliness, along with commendation 
for each thing did that was all praiseworthy, 
and putting before him games and story books 
stimulate, giving him special help frequent inter- 
vals, making sure the regularity his milk and 
rest, gradually changed him from shy, secretive, 
spiteful little vagrant into child who would look 
one with quick, shy smile appreciation and in- 
terest, and who entered into his work with more 
zest and intelligence than had seemed possible. 
the end the session had reached normal weight, 
and had forged ahead mentally the extent that 
candidate for the strong second grade this 
session. 
Case was one our greatest problems. 
could have kept him school with even fair reg- 
ularity during the session, would have done good 
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work. But had the railroad tracks 
pick coal frequent intervals—his step-father 
saw that; this accustomed him truancy, and 
inclined our truant officer less promptness and 
persistence than showed most cases. fam- 
ily moved away twice during the session, which kept 
our boy out five weeks one time, seven weeks another. 
Each time was out school, for day for 
week, much the ground had gained was lost. 
was the least desirable type Mexican, cul- 
tivated the association and the habits similar 
type Mexicans several years older than himself. 
However, dint all the agencies our command, 
succeeded getting him the point that justi- 
fied our giving him special promotion the second 
grade. still has four years more (the compul- 
sory age here sixteen) school. can keep 
him school this session sufficiently get him into 
the third grade will probably fairly creditable 
work the rest the time, and thus escape being the 
tax the state later life that must otherwise 
become. American citizenship, and building for it, 
our real work with him, the reading, writing, and 
arithmetic means, aids, that end. 

Case XII has already been referred having 
from A.M. P.M. himself, his mother and 
father were away work during those hours. 
easy understand that this seven year seven 
months old boy found little his home environ- 
ment stimulate interest insist upon advance- 
ment school. After several interviews with his 
parents, and efforts along various lines with him, 
had admit that had accomplished very little. 
Unless some change for the better were brought 
about there would reasonable hope his do- 
ing second grade work another session. His read- 
ing was handicapped need phonics, weak and 
faulty vocabulary, and comprehension ranked 
among the weakest the class. seemed unable 
grasp the number work given him sel- 
dom misbehaved, just went through the routine 
mechanically, seemingly untouched all. Yet 
there was reason believe that was every 
sense normal, healthy child. So, after all the 
special help that could given him failed wake 
him up, hit upon the plan having him the 
other first grade. worked with the sub-primary 


group number, with the weak-first phonics, and 
had special work reading for comprehension, 
meanwhile continuing member our straight first 
grade, and working with them before. 
once change began. 


Almost 
had gotten into 


group among whom could feel sure himself, 
and was willing try, gratified finding his 
efforts success, and eager on. The different 
teacher was also stimulus. had evidently 
come the conclusion that could not learn under 
his grade teacher, even she had almost come 
that conclusion. And what difference! Stoicism 
and blank indifference fell from his face like mask. 
more tardiness avoidable absence now, 
more dragging and baffling calm until one wondered 
all this effort could worth while. the two 
and half months the session that remained 
achieved beyond our most optimistic plans for him. 
Meanwhile learned valuable lesson. had never 
once thought our own discouragement being even 
keener and deeper discouragement for him, nor 
had realized the force the sensitive pride which 
caused him cloak his shortcomings silence, 
apparent lack effort, seeming indifference. 

Case LIV was one that set thinking. 
was from family the other members which had 
done well. was well grown, healthy, and far 
could see rather brighter than many the 
children his age. Yet his test score was 
was put the sub-primary group. the end 
the third week was put into the weak first. After 
five weeks more was promoted the straight 
first, and from then his development was steady. 
the close the session was promoted from the 
strong section. 

Cases IX, XXVI, and XXIX proved our 
brightest pupils. Note the chronological age, the 
mental age, and the these three children. 
was astonishing see how quickly these three, 
among the very youngest the grade, became the 
leaders, and the ways which their superiority 
found expression. Instead effort being made 
force them was rather case letting them 
take care themselves, since there were many 
others needing much our time and 
fore the close the session, was decided that 
these three children might, attending summer 
school, skip the second grade and pass into the third 
grade the next session. However, the family 
Case left town just before the close the session, 
summer the mountains; the family Case 
XIX lives the country, and his father felt that 
could not well send him school during such 
busy season. Case XXVI had been recommended 
for such promotion with just one point hesita- 
tion. There was question her intellectual 
ability, and she remarkably healthy, sturdy, 
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even robust, child. But her powers muscular co- 
ordination and motor control have not kept pace 
with her achievement other lines. games, folk 
dances, and the like, only determination and 
persistence remarkable such young child that 
enables her keep with the other children. 
Naturally her writing and hand work are inferior. 
But more serious thing that she seems unable 
affiliate with other children, easily, comfortably. 
Though sunny natured child, she does not make 
friends easily; seems not much that she 
selfish that she self-sufficient. short, her 
social development has failed keep pace with her 
intellectual development. Therefore her mother 
very wisely agreed that she needs more the way 
association with children near her own age, and 
more socializing experiences, rather than immedi- 
ate intellectual advancement. Consequently she 
summer school but with first grade children, and 
having emphasis put music, physical education, 
games, folk dancing, play, and hand work. 

And conclusion? Fragmentary and incom- 
plete this report unquestionably is, the out- 
growth one the most profitable and intriguing 
studies ever engaged in,—a study that will con- 
hope more thoroughly and more scientific- 
ally, later sessions.

More than ever, too, convinced that much 
this should taken care the kindergarten. 
there that both the physical and mental exam- 
inations should stressed, there that far pos- 
sible the adjustments made least initiated, 
and there the controls determined. The whole 
school system,—yes, the whole nation,—will ad- 
vanced just such constructive kindergarten 
program. And surely the kindergarten itself could 
not desire more satisfying, gratifying program, nor 
could one found more keeping with present- 
day interpretations Froebel’s own principles 
child love and child leadership. 

upper kindergarten sub-primary grade 
could then made take care 
legitimate first grade candidates but for one reason 
another not equal the work the first grade. 
The question promotion and adjustment the 
first grade would then very little more difficult 
than similar questions other grades. The entire 
system would strengthened this unifying and 
adjusting its basic divisions, and this same ad- 
justing the school the needs these little ones. 
The saving years and discouragement and 
physical mental warp the children need 
such adjustments cannot estimated, nor can the 
actual saving dollars and cents the schools 
throughout the country estimated. 

Yet radical change suggested, merely 
carrying forward more definitely systematic way 
more schools, far possible schools, what 
has already been begun many schools and worked 
with high degree success few schools.

Democracy and 

WRITER the New York Times discusses the 
oft-asked question: Can there genuine cul- 

our great country, for instance, the tendency 
mediocrity apparent thus far our history? 
says part: population England under 
Elizabeth was but 2,000,000—less than half that 
New York City—but the blazing splendor her 
group poets and explorers one the phenom- 
period great general culture productive great 
men (and not see how can denied with 
the evidence history before our eyes) fair 
assume that shortage great men largely not 
entirely due decline general culture. And 
less see how can denied that our own 
age shows very marked decline indeed the cul- 
tivation and exaltation the things mind and 
spirit opposed the cultivation and exaltation 
grossly materialistic aims and objects. Today 
the machine counts for more than the man, and the 
oiling our modern industrial machine consid- 
ered vastly more importance than the feed- 
ing men’s minds and souls. Such extrava- 
gant exaltation the machine cannot conduce 
atmosphere favorable the development 
great minds and great imaginations. possible 
that, time goes on, these mental and imaginative 
qualities (at least the Anglo-Saxon countries) will 
diminish perceptibly, both quality and quan- 
tity, that the day will come when shall have 
look Scandinavia, Czechoslovakia, and perhaps 
Jugoslavia for the great art and literature the 
world. The larger countries are all obsessed with 
economic and industrial problems, with cut-throat 
scramble for trade and markets, and will left 
those countries that are not primarily industrial 
countries entirely absorbed the business 
money-making produce our music and art. 
frequently asserted those who not love 
that democracy inhospitable, not actually 
hostile, the development the superman, and the 
assertion has usually been roundly denied the 
democrats. But facts are facts, and un- 
deniable that always members the leisure 


class and not the proletariat even the 
commercial classes who have been the first fos- 
ter and encourage the arts for taste and dis- 
crimination are not natural instincts except the 
very rarest instances, but are the reward gener- 
ations cultured ancestry, least life-long 
environment beauty and enlightenment. 

“Wealth per not civilization; merely 
medium, channel which civilization may 
attained. Neither colleges, academies, and uni- 
versities constitute culture unless the minds the 
students are tuned receive it. have 
democracy not enough; have liberty and 
equality not enough. need great men give 
beauty, which alone breeds happiness, and only 
the cult beauty—beauty person with the 
Greeks, beauty manners, with the ancient 
régime France, and beauty environment— 
were substituted for and practiced assiduously 
and unrelentingly the cult wealth, what 
race would result 

Along this rather pessimistic line thought, the 
Providence Journal speaks even 
Quoting Dr. Norlin, President the University 
Colorado, the editorial reads: 

“We are living, many unconscious the 
fact, the midst the greatest revolution all 
time. the course the last hundred years, coal 
and iron, steam, gas and electricity have trans- 
formed our habits. Our physical lives have 
been accelerated, our physical power has been mul- 
tiplied enormously. Meanwhile our mental pow- 
ers, our wisdom, our vision, our moral control, have 
increased but little, all. Indeed, are drunk 
with power and mad with speed. are, other 
words, behind the times.”’ 

Continuing editorially, the article says: 

“With this tremendous centrifugal force oper- 
ation, with steadily increasing impetus, not 
strange civilization has largely lost its balance. 
But defective education responsible for 
this decadence? Would all the important troubles 
the world vanish college education were 
made compulsory for all human beings? may 
doubted A.B. degree for every one would give 
the world the mental powers, the wisdom and the 
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moral control necessary restoration balance 
and harmonized society. not “more educa- 
tion that needed, but different sort education. 
The speed madness and power intoxication 
due lack moral control, unfortunately seem 
quite prevalent the ranks the educated 
elsewhere. about all physical aspects the 
world running high power twin-six car, but 
mental power, wisdom, and moral control still 
back the horse-and-buggy 

crown all this, the President Colgate made 
his astounding attack upon the desirability and feas- 
ibility Democracy, some months ago. read 
his arguments reported the papers, one natu- 
rally concludes that little knowledge dangerous 
thing, and that fine education and brilliant mind 
are not the assets they are supposed be. the 
meantime, the children will continue school, 
and teachers will pursue the even tenor their way. 


Retardation 

still remains seen the interest men- 
tal measurements will continue time goes on. 
apparently fascinating field for those engaged 
its work, and great gains have been made sci- 
entific methods and practical applications; but only 
where genuine solution the problems arising 
from such classification offered does this new aid 
education really function. one thing 
pigeonhole children. another apply the 
remedy. 

Berkeley, California, would seem that the 
authorities are not satisfied with diagnosis.

Speaking the 
need for better classification school children, the 
report says:

The first these the in- 
creasing cost education with consequent pressure 
increase the size classes; the second the in- 
crease the scope the compulsory attendance 
laws. The course study, rate progress, 
and methods instruction now use have been 
disturbed not severely shaken the introduction 
into our schools (Berkeley) large numbers chil- 
dren who must remain until sixteen years age who 
formerly stayed out school quit early because 
they did not The study individual dif- 
ferences and proper classification children should 


begin soon the child enters school. Hence 
base our study upon the consideration the kinder- 
garten and first grade child. 

Referring particular test, the report contin- 
ues: the kindergarten should con- 
tain only children who are between five and six years 
age. Less than one half these children 
(in test) are age mentally for the kindergarten 
work, Imagine the difficulty the teacher 
who tries put the same problems before group 
children some whom are mentally three years 
old, others four, five, six, seven, and still others 
eight. accomplish satisfactory results with 
large class children who have such wide range 
mental ability impossible task and cannot 
expected any teacher, however capable she 
may While the kindergartner aware cer- 
tain discrepancies mental age her group, even 
without measurements any kind, such mixture 
ages somewhat startling. 

the solution the problem retardation, 
the city Berkeley offers thirteen special classes 
the elementary schools. There also provision 
for three hundred over-age children trans- 
ferred special work the Junior High School, 
thus further lightening the load retardation. 
There also system School Counselors who both 
teach and give special attention the misfit child, 
co-operating with the Principal and the Parent. 
The caring for the child seems have 
been worked out rather more successfully Berke- 
ley than the placing the specially brilliant child, 
who only marking time when working with 
children. Two ways are suggested: 

individual attention, where numerous 
class divisions not exist. The superior child 
may enriched work the regular class, 
may work more rapid rate, may some- 
thing both. (2) segregation into groups. 
Here the curriculum may broadened for the whole 
class, the class may cover two terms’ work one 
semester, circumstances seem recommend.” 


Book Play 

From the first stiff and formal games early 
kindergarten years the study free play contained 
the book Alice Corbin Sies indeed far cry. 
Here have the laboratory work the child 
his primitive and most secure stronghold,—spon- 
taneous bodily play. But peer through the 
microscope observe solutions and formula de- 
tect nothing sinister.

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spontaneous play the only worth-while activity 
consider our entire problem education for 
the younger children.

The author served valuable apprenticeship 
the playgrounds Pittsburgh, Pa., and has been 
close touch with Mr. George Johnson Har- 
vard University. The unique contributions her 
study the fact that she was testing out play 
planned and distinctly favorable environment. 
obvious that children can bring out really de- 
lightful plays barren circumstances 
efforts richer environment will yield still greater 
results and when one considers the long list happy 
plays enacted under this particular supervision, one 
can but wish that every child the country could 
have like opportunity. Concerning this phase 
play activities, Mr. Johnson says his preface: 

“The author has not described games nor has 
she discussed the informal play children may 
observed ordinarily the home, school yard, 
and vacant lot, but has given picture children 
nal nature children conceived the author 
not antagonistic but favorable for the develop- 
ment those qualities, physical, mental, and moral, 
which desire for mankind generally. Edu- 
cation has all too commonly made this mistake—it 
has been concerned overmuch with the adjustment 
children the existing environment. This 
contrary the method nature and the actual 
line progress the race revealed history. 
Man has continually changed environment suit 
his own needs, his own nature, and not his nature 
suit his environment. The author has 
made genuine contribution education clari- 
fying the philosophy underlying the spontaneous 
play children the various fields human en- 
deavor and achievement and showing how envi- 
ronment may adapted tapping the deep res- 
ervoirs child nature, human nature, edyca- 
tional 

The material grouped under study play 
and work, dramatic plays, and movement plays.

Even later, the 
children spend many more hours the home than 
they either the church public school.

class work, the teacher leader need not neces- 
sarily very much advance the group, the 
material arranged that such work would scarcely 
need planning. kindergartner would ideal 
leader for such group, and doubtless many will 
take this study with the mothers. 

There not phase child life, physical, men- 
tal, moral, spiritual, which not carefully and 
scientifically treated.

make available for every child the best 
know the right physical conditions and care, the 
right training, and the most favorable opportunities 
for intellectual and social development for the crit- 
ical period between babyhood and school life. 

The need for institution called the Nursery 
School often questioned. not the ordinary life 
home, asked, sufficient for these very early 
years want take this opportunity 
reminding you the facts which have brought Eng- 
land well other countries the serious conclu- 
sion that there indeed need for nursery schools, 
and that the national system education, 
placed upon sound foundation, must provide 
its base for the Nursery School. 

The institution medical inspection all school 
children 1907 brought light mass prevent- 
able physical defect children the age entrance 
school, that is, five years age. was found 
that malnutrition, adenoids, rickets, unsound teeth, 
and stomach troubles were already undermining the 
health large percentages the children, while 
the rate mortality children between one and 
five years age 1908 was 16.81 per thousand 
against only 3.36 children between five and ten 
years age. These facts above pointed in- 
tolerable condition things, for where physical 
defect can forestalled surely the worst kind 
waste allow appear and get established, 
and then spend large sums money later 
trying eliminate it. Thus became recognized 
that there was urgent need for state action that 
might secure for every young child proper physical 
care, great preventive measure against physical 
defect. 

The need Nursery Schools was felt England 
also express reaction against the unsuitable con- 
ditions the Classes’’ infants schools 
which have always included children under five. 
great many people would have liked solve the 
problem merely turning the out the 
infants’ schools and providing for them longer, 
but the majority those most competent judge, 
shown the report the Consultative Com- 
mittee the Board Education 1908, recog- 
nized that though any kind formal instruction 


for very young children was either futile harmful, 
the right kind mental environment less im- 
portant for them than physical care; that 
easy lasting harm the developing personality 
allow him become the victim physical neg- 
lect disease. Since 1908, the work modern 
psychologists has served but deepen the convic- 
tion that regards sensitiveness environmental 
influences, the importance this period life, two 
five years age, second none that succeeds 
it. Its possibilities and dangers are borne upon 
all thoughtful parents and teachers with every year 
experience. While true that become more 
and more self-restrained our attitude towards the 
little child, and more and more conscientious 
non-interference with his spontaneous activities, 
nevertheless, the policy laissez-faire, commonly 
advocated, becomes more and 
Rather becomes ever clearer, that the Nursery 
School needed take its place beside the home 
helping provide the most favorable mental en- 
vironment, and that skill, care, and effort this. 
end can out place. 

Lastly, have England faced the fact that 
though Nursery Schools might might not de- 
sirable all homes were ideal, the modern situation 
the home conditions large proportion 
very young children contributes urgent demand 
for just such agency. The employment women 
industry widely encouraged during the war 
brings with the dangers child neglect and the 
abuses minding.” Housing conditions are 
often appallingly unsuitable for little children. 
lamentable extent they are not enjoying even the 
proper space and fresh air which are surely their 
right, and which are considered elementary condi- 
tions every nursery school. Again, children are 
suffering incalculably from well-meaning ignorance 
parents. Not poverty but ignorance has been 
responsible for larger part the physical defect 
young children, and the deficiency early home 
training which prevails. The conditions town life 
also have deprived considerable proportion our 
children that contact with nature which should 
the rich source ideas and feeling for every child. 

Therefore the Education Act 1918 included 
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clause which gave power every local education 
authority establish and maintain Nursery Schools 
within its area, and also provided that every ap- 
proved Nursery School already existence should 
receive annual grant the amount per 
cent its expenses. the case Nursery School 
receiving grant, representatives the local educa- 
tion authority were join the managing committee 
the school. should noted that under this 
clause local education authority obliged 
establish Nursery Schools, and parent obliged 
let his child attend. great opportunity pro- 
vided, and the development the movement now 
depends the strength public opinion each 
area: Nursery School has been given place 
our national system education. 

sets out provide for children between the 
ages two and five: 

Favorable physical conditions—Not only 
regards buildings and open-air life, but also diet, 
clothing, physical activity, rest, and medical super- 

Skilled care and training desirable habits— 
Through workers naturally gifted and suitably pre- 
pared. 

experiences—Through the provision 
garden, through music, stories, pictures, toys, 
games, occupations, and the simple community life 
which they gradually take part. 

seeks provide environment which the 
little child may readily make his own, which 
will reach easily, developing his own powers through 
it, and within which may achieve considerable 
degree freedom. 

All this aims carry out close co-operation 
with the home. The child not taken out the 
home any real sense, rather his home life ex- 
tended and enriched. one the most impor- 
tant aspects the work the Nursery School Su- 
perintendent build the right relationships be- 
tween the Nursery School and the homes serves. 
The Nursery School Superintendent and the mother 
must work hand hand, and there must unity 
spirit between them the management the 
little child, the more permanent possibilities 
the work are realized. 

The keynote the Nursery School Movement 
perhaps the endeavor establish 
which shall itself meet the demands health, 
education, and social relationships for this particu- 
lar period life, namely two five years age. 
far have had day nurseries, dealing with the 


necessary conditions physical health and coming 
the assistance mothers going out work: 
have had kindergartens which take the child four, 
and emphasize development through play; have 
the work social settlements which seek raise 
the standard home life. The Nursery School 
concerned with all this work affects the period 
stretching from babyhood school life; and because 
this contains itself great possibilities both 
for the individual child and for the community 
whole. claims that for the best interests the 
child this unity desirable and necessary, and 
order carry into effect, has been necessary 
devise special training for the Nursery School Su- 
perintendent which shall secure comprehensive 
outlook with regard her work. She must receive 
practical training hygiene through work hos- 
pitals welfare centers. She must assimilate the 
best our modern methods educating young 
children, and she must put contact with neigh- 
borhood life. Only so, can we, believe, secure 
for the Nursery School movement the most fruitful 
results. 

The immediate need for the establishment 
experimental Nursery Schools which shall given 
every chance working out fully possible the 
underlying ideas the movement. 

England, score Nursery Schools are being 
supported the state, and though progress very 
slow, sure. Miss Margaret McMillan, whose 
pioneering work known everywhere, has recently 
extended the scope her experiment London. 
Miss McMillan stands firmly for the open-air life 
for young children, with results encouraging, both 
winter and summer, make the most reluctant 
agree that newly-built Nursery Schools should 
open-air schools. 

Manchester, Nursery School policy has been 
adopted the Education Committee, which took 
over the Mother Training College, and opened 
Demonstration Nursery School connection with 
1919. There are two other Nursery Schools 
Manchester receiving grants, and system Nurs- 
ery Classes being developed connection with 
the public schools the city. special supervisor 
also has been appointed with reference Nursery 
Schools and Classes. 

The Derby Education Committee has established 
fully equipped Nursery School, and doing ex- 
cellent work. 

has been with the deepest interest that 
England have heard the beginnings Nursery 
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School Movement the United States, and atatime watch developments this side the Atlantic. 
when progress seems slow with us, inspiration privilege extend heartiest good wishes 
hear the work begun Detroit, sympathy from English workers the same glo- 
York. need not say with what keen interest cause.

House from Towel Boxes 


THE janitor has saved for our kindergarten the 
large, heavy, oblong cardboard boxes which the 
paper towels are packed. From one these 
have made house which the children enjoyed fur- 
nishing. 

The pieces which form the top the box are 
loose. One side and two ends were bent upward and 
glued together the corners, making back and 
two sides the top the house. From the two 
top corners cut diagonally through the sides and 
made foundation which put corrugated paper 
for sloping roof. The opposite end was bent to- 
ward the front and gave the appearance front 
porch roof. Dark brown wall paper from sample 
books was pasted over the entire outer surface, but
